REMARKS 

Applicants thank the Examiner for finding that the claims in this application are 
patentable over the prior art. 

Claims 1-18 stand rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, because, in the 
Examiner's view, the original disclosure of the specification does not provide a written 
description of the limitations "a polyolefin resin layer containing at most 1% by weight of 
ethylene" and "said discharge-treated surface comprising at least 0.5% nitrogen functional 
groups." This rejection and its supporting reasoning are respectfully traversed. 

The Examiner claims that the disclosure on page 8 of the specification to which 
applicants referred in their previous response does not support the "at most 1% by weight of 
ethylene" limitation. The passage to which applicants referred, page 8, lines 20-22, states, "An 
optional amount of propylene-ethylene copolymer of 4% ethylene may also be included, up to 
25% by weight of the skin layer." Applicants respectfully note that it does not take any more 
than ordinary skill in the art to multiply "4% ethylene" by "25%" to get "1% ethylene content," 
so it is apparent that persons skilled in the art would have considered this limitation to be 
implicitly disclosed in the specification. 

The Examiner further argues that the disclosure "state[s] '4% ethylene' but does not state 
said percentage is a weight percent." However, since the latter part of the same sentence refers 
to "an amount up to 25% by weight," the context of the disclosure shows that the "4% ethylene" 
must be in weight percent. Applicants also note that no other type of percent content (e.g., 
volume percent) is specified anywhere in the specification. The Examiner has presented no 
objective reason why those skilled in the art of film-making and resin-making would not have 
known from applicants' disclosure that when speaking of an "X% ethylene" copolymer in the 
context of page 8 of this application, it is "X weight % ethylene" copolymer that is meant. 
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On the new endpoint of "0.5% nitrogen functional groups," Tables 1 and 2 explicitly 
support this value. Applicants respectfully suggest that the Examiner must have overlooked this 
disclosure. 

Early action allowing claims 1-18 is solicited.
